APRICOT SUPREME. (Tompkins 1951) M. 38-4 in. A self of rich gleaming Apricot 
Pink with a full beard of deep Geranium pink. The flowers are very well formed 
and of large size with broad full petals. Stalks are tall and strong with extra choice 
branching. The plants are very hardy with luxuriant foliage. Highly Commended 
by A.I.S. 1950.

Almost unbelievably brilliant, the whole flower 
accents the color alone; the same coloring that is found in the edging of varieties such 
as Mattie Gates. A descendent of Acadia, this has the smoothness of that variety 
in larger and more brilliant flowers of heavy substance and beautifully rounded 
broad form.

KWILSENA (Tompkins 1951) M. 38 in. This is one of the results of our program in 
breeding toward true red. While not in itself a red, it nevertheless remains one of 
the most stunning varieties we have produced, and we believe, one of the most 
valuable in the red breeding line. A brilliant red brown self with self colored beard, 
Kwilsena is the richest and cleanest flower of this color we have seen. It is unusual 
too in that its color makeup seems to come from a basic coloring of deep Cardinal Red 
completely overlaid with smooth Chocolate. This color combination makes the 
flower appear to be a Red Brown self when viewed close at hand or in somber 
lights, but when it is seen from a short distance with the sun shining on or through 
it the whole flower appears to be a glowing Carmine Red self. Flowers are large, 
beautifully formed and well placed on nicely branched stalks.

ONE CLEAR CALL. (Tompkins 1951) M. 36 in. A pure white that commanded a lot 
of attention and much favorable comment when seen in the garden last year, The 
flowers are very large with extra broad petals and extremely heavy substance. The 
standards are well domed and the falls are held rigidly horizontal. A lovely ruffling 
around the petals gives the large flowers an airy grace not often found in Iris of this 
size. The bright green foliage is lush in growth and the rate of increase is good.

RIO VALLEY. (Tompkins 1951) M-L. 38 in. We offer you Rio Valley with the utmost 
pride as we feel it to be one of our top-most achievements. We believe that once 
you see it you will agree that we are justified in our opinion. The large, ruffled 
flowers are beautifully formed and very heavily substanced. The color is a brilliant 
shade of golden Tobacco brown, smoothly applied, giving a clean unveined flower. 
The brilliant colors of the Electric blue signal patch at the tip of the beard and the 
rosy flush around it, seem to be caught and reflected in the gold dust and lacquer 
like finish of the petals, giving the whole flower a brightly iridescent appearance. 
Stalks are strong with excellent branching and good placement. No. 49-97. ((Three

STARKIST. (Tompkins 1951) M-L. 38 in. Under No. 49-177, this new plicata was 
much admired in our garden last year. The large smoothly tailored blooms have 
excellent form with full rounded petals of heavy substance. The flowers of rich 
gleaming Ivory have a half inch wide border of Rusty Rose, Cinnamon and Gold 
dots and sandings that extends completely around both the standards and falls. 
The standards are delicately flushed with the same colors. The finish is enamel 
like with a light dusting of gold that seems to throw a faint lemon aura over the 
whole flower. An unusually large number of buds give this a long bloom season. 
Stalks are strong and well branched. No. 49-177. (Occidental x Ruth Pollock)

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SURRENDER. (Tompkins 1951) M-L. 38 in. A very large, broad petaled and precisely 
tailored flower that looks as if it might well have been cut from thick white velvet. 
The whole upper part of the fall is smooth unveined Canary Yellow that extends 
from the throat to the tip of the beard. This color does not stop abruptly, but 
flows out onto the white by a fine sanding of plicata like markings that extend 
out and slightly down along the outer edges of the fall in a beautiful oval pattern. 
In subdued lights a pale shell pink seems to permeate the whole flower. At first we 
thought this was just our imagination working overtime but so many visitors noticed 
it that the pink must be there. Rhizomes and foliage very large with tall well 
branched stalks. The new and lovely pattern, as well as the parentage of this 
should make it highly interesting and useful for hybridizing purposes.

We are most happy to have been given permission. by the originator to list the fol- 
lowing new varieties on this, their introductory year. They are all the creations of 
Mr. R. L. Lyell of Auburn, Nebr. We believe you will find, as we have, that they are 
quite up to the high standard set in the past by Mr. Lyell who is of course already well 
known, and justly so, for his previous introductions such as the snowy white, gold 
caressed, Leading Lady, lovely Stratosphere Blue, smooth smoldering Cardinals Robe, 
the boldly gay and festive Mexican Fiesta and many others, all of which may be found 
elsewhere in this list. 


ANTIQUE CHESTNUT. (Lyell 1951) M. 42 in. A beautifully formed flower of large 
size with full rounded petals and a sleek glistening finish. ° The standards, of deep 
China Rose are beautifully domed and in excellent proportion to the broad semi-flaring 
falls which are a glowing red brown very close to the color called Antique Chestnut. 
A golden aura at the throat and a full yellow beard further accent the richness of 
this fine Iris. The plants are very hardy and have tall, strong, excellently branched 
stalks.

PURPLE FLASH. (Lyell 1951) E-M. 44 in. An exquisitelytailored flower of good size, 
heavy substance and smooth finish. We think this very appropriately named as it 
seems to be more truly purple than any variety we know since it is purple on the 
maroon magenta side with no blue at all in its makeup, and it certainly is flashy. 
When seen with the sun shining through it the flowers literally become pools of 
Sparkling Burgandy. <A truly beautiful color that iS as near as we can tell the 
exact duplicate of the shade so much used by glass workers and called Imperial 
Purple. Sturdy plants with excellent stalks and branching. Created much com- 
ment last year.

ROYAL DUKE. (Lyell 1951) M-L. 43 in. A sister to the above Purple Flash, this is 
equally smooth but much deeper in color with an added shade of deep violet in its 
makeup that brings the flower down into the deep smoldering blue purple range.

In color, it is a happy blending 
of Amaranth purple and Indian Lake that, in our estimation, produces a completely 
new and different color in the red and blue purple range. This seemed to call all 
visitors back for a second and a third look.

Since its inception just five years ago, the popularity of the Personality Parade has 
grown to such an extent that we were unable to fill all the orders last year, in spite of 
having a good stock. We are glad to know that you enjoy these varieties as much as 
we do. Rather than to completely withdraw some of the “Regulars” for propogation 
we are listing those of which the stock is limited, at a net price and will fill as many 
orders for them as possible. 


In bringing you this years new members of the Parade, we feel that in a way we 
already have your approval of them since we kept a list of the seedlings (Under con- 
sideration for a “Parade” spot) that seemed to be favorites with all of last years visitors. 
From the most popular of these we have selected and are presenting the following varieties. 
We think that those of you who don’t already know them by number will like them as 
well as those who do. . 


FLANDERS. (Tompkins 1951) M. 38 in. A glowing, dark Ruby red of large size and 
lovely flaring form, this has great brilliance and carrying power. A shimmering 
velvety finish enhances the rich coloring. Strong stalks with fine branching. The 
only fault we have ever found with this,—and that a minor one, is that in extra dry 
seasons it could stand a bit more substance. However, this: may be due to its 
extra large size as we have never known it to burn or wither in intense heat, as so 
many reds are prone to do. One of our favorites and proving to be an outstanding 
parent. No. 47-89. Aria x Matador. 


GLOXINIA. (Tompkins 1951) M 38 in. A large and nicely formed flower of glistening 
blue purple, very similar in color to that shade so common to the Gloxinia. A pale 
lemon and blue beard accents the deeper color of the flowers. A husky grower with 
strong well branched stalks. This is the pod parent of our popular “Courtesy” and 
is proving to be a fine parent either way. Also sets seed readily to Onco pollen. 
No. 46-91. Blue Shimmer x Lovely Day. 


PULCHRITUDE. (Tompkins 1951) M-L. 38-40 in. One of the largest we have ever seen 
and certainly the largest White, this is a most impressive Iris with very broad petals 
and beautiful form. The flowers have a gleaming velvety finish and glow of lemon 
gold throughout the throat that seems to add to the purity of its color giving it a 
luminous quality not often found in white Iris. Tall stalks with wide branching, 
quite in proportion to the size of the flowers. No. 49-101. (Snow Velvet x Miss 
Bishop) x Ave Maria. 


SWEET TALK. (Tompkins 1951) M. 40 in. A large exquisitely formed flower of new 
and unusual coloring. Pale Heather pink flushed silvery lilac with a faint creamy 
lemon glow, like reflected moonlight, through the throat area. Beautiful in garden 
clumps even in the evening when its silvery tones seem truly luminescent. Delightful 
for cut flower use.

TROUSSEAU. (Tompkins 1951) M-L. 38 in. A medium large flower with smooth petals 
and semi-flaring form, this shell pink seems to be different than the majority of its type. 
The rich pink seems to be applied over a ground of pure white, giving the whole 
flower a creamy smoothness that is further accented by a beard of the same shade 
of pink Much admired in the garden last season.

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Hybridizing Hints for Beginners 

First of all, in giving out with the following notes and ideas, I must stress the fact 
that they are just that—‘Notes and Ideas.” My likes and dislikes as to varieties and my 
ideas on hybridizing are things that may appear to be fine to me, but might seem of no 
value to someone else, Truthfully, one could write several books on “What I don’t 
know about Genetics, Chromosome counts, etc.,” so I am not by any means setting 
myself up as an authority on hybridizing. Iris fans of long ‘standing will of course know. 
all about “Crossing” but I hope the following notes will be of benefit to all of you brand 
aew initiates to Irisdom. 


First, decide what color you are going to strive for and then choose the best parents 
possible. Should you be working for blue, select the very bluest you have as parents 
and if they should have the other qualities you want such as form, substance, texture and 
size of flower, so much the better, for these things as well as stalk and branching 
should certainly not be overlooked. After you pass the novice or begnners stage you will 
become acquainted with many more varieties than you probably have at present. Then 
you will be able to check the ancestry of the iris you plan to use as “Parents” and know 
whether he particular traits you desire in the seedlings are dominant enough in the 
parent to give you a high percentage of the type you are striving for or possibly the 
‘ONE” you most want. 

Now for the technique of crossing. You will find that each flower has six petals. 
The three that extend out and downward are the Falls. And the three that are held 
upright are known as Standards. Peeping out from between each standard you will 
find a heavy, curved, near petal called the style or style arm. These usually have 
flaring, frilled “V” shaped tips that face out and up. Just where they spread back you 
will find a small lip or separation on the underside. This is the Stigma and it is on this 
Stigma that the pollen must be applied. By taking the tip of the Style in your fingers 
and gently curving it back you will cause the lip or Stigma to open wide making 
application of the pollen very easy. On a freshly opened flower you will find the surface 
of the Stigma to be porous and moist looking and as long as it stays in this condition you 
may be reasonably sure of a “take” when you make your cross. As the flower ages the 
moistness of the Stigma gives way to a hard, satiny look and its receptiveness to pollen 
is then poor. Now as to the pollen. This will be found on the underside of the style as the 
stamen curves right with the style and is held very snugly against it with the pollen 
sac at its tip. The pollen sac may best be removed by inserting tweezers into the 
throat opening between the standards and gently removing the whole stamen or part 
Stoit. 

In pollenizing a flower, you may do so successfully by applying the pollen to either 
one or all of the stigmas. I have had an equal amount of success either way. However, 
my records do show that in crosses made using but one stigma, 82 per cent of the pods 
have had a much smaller amount of seed than the pods set by using all three Stigmas. 
Therefore in working with difficult parents or in making special crosses I always apply 
pollen to all three, 

Pollen may be kept for as long as three weeks and still be usable. There are a 
number of ways in which you can store it. Small bottles, Capsules, boxes and folded 
papers or envelopes are all satisfactory. For my own use I prefer envelopes though 
I do not use many of these as I do try to use fresh pollen when it is possible. 


After making the cross, be sure and tag it properly. I use small Dennison marking 
tags, as I find it easy to get the string around the stem of the flower and draw the tag 
through. On the tag I write only the name of the pollen parent as I have found that 
writing the whole cross will some times lead to confusion if part of it should fade out and 
since the pod parent is always either numbered or named I will know that the one name 
on the tag is the pollen parent then. 

In recording the cross in your notebook I would like to suggest that you always 
record it “Pod” parent, crossed, “Pollen” parent. I believe this is usually done in most 
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all hybridizing lines though I know of no rule against doing it the other way and know 
one or wo. hybridizers who do use the other way. But since the great majority use the 
pod pollen method of recording, the reverse method can be very confusing to your own 
records unless you remember to switch them around. 


ONCO AND REGALIA HYBRID CROSSING. 


In giving what information I can on crossing the various hybrids I will first take up 
the subject of pollen. I have found that the pollen of most of these hybrids is very 
difficult to keep and that under most methods of storing, it very soon becomes com- 
pletely dry and sterile. After trying various ways, some of which would completely dry 
it and others which would make it too soggy I discovered that by placing only the pollen 
sacs themselves in the bottom of short wide mouthed jars, leaving them open and placing 
them on the floor in a cool corner of the basement they kept indefinitely in perfect 
condition. This method has enabled me to have plenty of valuable pollen from these early 
hybrids for use on much later tall bearded varieties. 


In pollenating and securing good takes on the various hybrids such as Wm. Mohr, 
etc., I had very little luck either with very fresh flowers or hand opened buds until 
I began to pollenate by pinching the sides of the style slightly together, thus opening the 
lip or stigma completely, then applying the pollen as heavy and as far back as 
possible on the stigma. Whether this actually helped in securing the “sets” may of 
course be questionable, but by doing this I have had remarkably good luck for the past 
two years in making these difficult crosses. ‘I might add that my reason for trying 
this was because I had noticed that in the case of most of the hybrids the stigma is 
usually quite large and it seems to me that the flower is hardly opened before the whole 
suter portion of the sigma becomes quite flaccid and therefore possibly nonconductive 
to successful crossing. As to varieties that I have found best suited for crossing with 
the hybrids, I might name the following. White Waters which seems to be the 
easiest of all and which has set pods readily by any hybrid pollen from early Zwanenberg 
up to the newest Craig hybrids. Purissima seems to be another good pod parent for 
hybrids though I have been unable to grow it here. I have had good pods from Snow 
Flurry, Chi Yun and other purissima derivatives though. Blue Shimmer, Gloxinia, 
Stella Polaris, Galway Bay, Mt. Timp, Frosty Blue and Mulberry Rose are all top notch 
varieties for use as they are very easy to pod by any of the hybrid pollen—or have 
been for me. Hybrid pollen is very fertile on a number of the Flamingo or Shell pinks, too. 
One seldom fails in being able to pod Overture, Pink Salmon and a great many pink 
seedlings, especially those derived from the David Hall line, are very easy to pod. 
I have had fair success with Flora Zenor but it is not as receptive as the others 
mentioned. 


As to podding the hybrids themselves, it is difficult to say what will or wont prove 
a successful pollen parent but I have found the most fertile pollen to be that from 
most any Aztec Copper derivative such as a number of the Kleinsorge blends or my own 
Honeyflow which seems to be the best I have found. Here again the Shell pinks seem 
to work readily as Wm. Mohr seems to pod easily by use of Overture pollen. Plicatas 
too seem to work fairly well either as pod or pollen parent. In my own experience, 
Lady Mohr has been the easiest of any hybrid to pod and Capitola has had the most 
fertile hybrid pollen. 
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
